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SUMMARY ANALYSIS 
Florida law grants local district school boards authority to control K-12 education operations in the district. 
 
House bill 1377 establishes criteria for district school boards’ selection of class ring vendors and requires 
written notice to parents and students.   
 
The bill has an effective date of July 1, 2006. 
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FULL ANALYSIS 
 

I.  SUBSTANTIVE ANALYSIS 
 
A. HOUSE PRINCIPLES ANALYSIS: 

Provides Limited Government--  The bill places certain requirements on district school boards’ 
selection of class ring vendors.   

 
Safeguard Individual Liberty--  The bill requires districts to provide information so that students know 
they may purchase class rings from vendors not under contract with the school district. 
 
 

B. EFFECT OF PROPOSED CHANGES: 

Florida law grants local district school boards authority to control K-12 education operations in the 
district.  Educational curricula, facilities operation and maintenance, student discipline and attendance 
policies, transportation, reporting and record keeping are among the duties prescribed to district school 
boards in statute. 1 
 
House bill 1377 establishes criteria that district school boards must follow in selecting vendors to 
market class rings.  The bill requires that the selected vendor may not intimidate students and that 
students be allowed to purchase class rings from any vendor and participate in class ring ceremonies 
regardless of their choice of class ring vendor.  The bill requires district school boards to provide written 
notification to students and parents that students may purchase a class ring through any vendor, 
regardless of the district’s contractual arrangements. 
 
The bill takes effect July 1, 2006.
